WEST SIDE SEWAGE 
PROBLEM NOW SOLVED 


Work Will Be Done by the 
Standard Oil If the Govern- 
ment Grants Permission 
to Go Ahead. 


One more step in the improvement 
of Richmond's harbor facilities was 
taken at the meeting of the council 
last night, when the council members 


gave Mayor 0. R. Ludewig and 
Clerk Faris the power to ask Colonel 
Rees, representing the War De- 
partment, permission to dredge the 
south channel of the San Pablo chan- 
nel, which leads into San Pablo bay. 
The vote was unanimous. 

There is little or no doubt but 
that the desired permission can be 
readily obtained from the govern- 
ment. 

The dredging of the channel, when 
it comes to pass, will work a two- 
fold benefit to the city of Richmond. 
Jt will allow vessels of light draught 
to approach the city froni the 
in @ direction that is now tnaccess- 
fble on account of the shallowness 
of the water, and it will solve the 
problem of the disposition of the 
sewage from the west side of the 
city. 

The dredging of the channel will 
cover a strip over two miles. 

It will be done by the Standard 
Oil Company, according to present 
plans. For some time the Standard 
Oil has wished the channel dredged, 
as it will give that company another 
entrance for its boats. The esti- 
mated cost of*the work, which it 
will take months to complete, is con- 
jectural, and no definite decision can 
be reached until after the matter is 
taken up with the government, per- 
mission granted and figuring on the 
work started. 

According to Garrard, who has 
spent considerable time in investiga- 
tion, the work will be of great ad- 
vantage to the city, as the perplex- 
ing problem of the disposition of the 
west side sewage will be settled for 
ali time to come. In some places the 
channel reaches a_ shallowness of 
one foot, while in other places it 
reaches a depth of twenty feet.

A SUGGESTION FROM ARGENTINA. 


Roosevelt in his articles from South America discusses the social 
problem as it is being scived in Argentina and gives us some infor- 
mation that might without much difficulty be adapted to this country. 
It appears that in the cities of that republic, especially in the town 
of Mendoza, the municipality has gone into the building and loan 
business with the very best results. It bought a tract of land, cut 
it up into lots, built comfortable homes on each lot and sold them 
to mechanics and wage earners who wanted their own homes, on a 
fifteen-year payment plan at a low rate of interest, and with the 
most satisfactory results. The plan is now to be extended to the 
country, and tracts of 5000 acres will be purchased, divided into 
small farms and sold on some similar plan to those who want to 
engage in small farming. The former President tells us that thous- 
ands of Italians have gone to the southern republic with nothing 
but their own labor to support them and now are the owners of com- 
fortable ranches or farms and that the scheme seems to work out 
very well.

(913 THAN IN 
YEAR BEFORE 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—The av- 
erage rate of wages per week in forty 
of the leading cities of the United 
States for more than sixty of the 
principal industries was higher on 
May 15, 1913, than on May 15, 1912, 
with the single exception of the mill- 
work carpenters, which showed no 


change, says a statement issued to- 
day by the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics. The greatest average increase 
was for marble setters, which was 
6.6 per cent.
